proximately_ 1,250,000 pounds of but- 


ia ter more on August 1, than on the 


same date one year previdus. On 
August 1 1919, there were 20,043,991 
pounds of creamery and 1,486,031 
pounds of dairy butter held. ‘“More- 
over,” Dr. McFall reports, “from our 
winter’s supply of last year more 
than 6,000,000 pounds were comman- 
deered from fall production, besides 
the large amounts taken ont of whole- 
sale stocks for the British ministry 
of food in the summer and early fall 
by. the Canadian Food Board.” 

Despite high egg prices this year, 
18.62 per cent more were placed in 
storage than during last year. On 
August 1 there were 12,444,971 dozen 
held, which was about the same as 
during the previous mfionth. 


CHEESE MAY BE CHEAPER 


Cheese stocks showed an increase 
over those of the previous month and 
an increase of 23.51 per cent over the 
same month a year ago. The total 
held amounted ‘to 14,697,041 and the 
commissioner comments that now the 
British price has dropped for cheese, 
this leaves a large amount of good 
food that should be made available 
for Canadian consumption at reason- 
able prices. 
~Qleomargarine stocks show little 
change, there being 344,942 pounds, 
or about one-third of a month’s  re- 
quirements. 

In the opinion of Dr McFall it is 
time the Canadian consumer benefit- 
ted from lower beef prices. “There 
has been a material drop in the whole- 
sale price of beef,” he says, ‘‘and con- 
sumers and retailers should see to 
it that this is carried out to the con- 
sumers’ price.” The stocks of beef 
on August 1 totalled 20,014,417, which 
was about one-third of the greatest 
amount recorded as being in storage 


in Canada at any time during the 
past two years. ; 
PORK STOCKS AVERAGE 
Total stocks of pork on_ hand 


amounted to 39,467,704 pounds, which 
is about the average carried for two 
years. 

Mutton and lamb stocks, 1,191,121 
pounds, show a decrease of 25.9 per 
cent from the holdings one month 
previous and 45.73 per cent less than 
@ year previous. | 

Poultry in storage amounted to 
1,201,304 pounds, which was 27.84 per 
cent less than the previous month, 
but 42.32 per cent more than a year 
ago. There were 21,044,744 pounds 
of fish in cold storage, and 3,587,743 
held other than in cold storage. 

Seven firms are reported as having 
faileq to send in their inventory state- 
ments for the month.

THE EUROPEAN CATTLE SITUA- 
TION. 


We are pleased to present in this 
issue brief reports on the dairy cat- 
tle situation in both Holland and Eng- 
land. The latter report comes from 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
and gives comparative figures for 
1914 ‘and 1918. It is interesting to 
note that the number of cows and 
heifers in milk or in calf has increas- 
ed over 8700 during this period, 
while there has been an increase in 
cattle of all ages of over 126,000. 
Breeding stock and high class dairy 
cows are selling for very high prices 
but according to the reports there is 
no prospect of breeding cattle  ex- 
ported from other countries being 
permitted to enter the United King- 
dom. 

The veteran breeders, Kuperus & 
Sons, in their report on conditions in 
Holland state that on account of the 
inability of their breeders to export 
any cattle during the war they are 
mostly well stocked up and that as 
soon as shipping restrictions are re- 
moved they are looking for a large 
export trade. Prices in Holland are 
higher than ever before. 

An interesting development of the 
past two weeks has materialized in 
orders for Holstein grades from 
France. Authentic information is 
not available as to the exact number 
to be purchased, as it is natural for 
the French agents to withhold exact 
information on account of the possi- 
ble effect on prices. Various figures 
have been mentioned, and among 
those bearing a semblance of authen- 
ticity the highest figure is 100,000 
head, of which 10,000 are to be select- 
ed in New York State. Grade Hol- 
steins constitute the bulk of the pur- 
chases, with a few of the old fashion- 
ed red cows. No animals showing any 
traces of Guernsey or Jersey blood 


are accepted, as it is not felt they 
will meet the requirements of the 
French conditions. Apparently few 


purebreds are being purchased by the 
French Commission although in some 
cases they are being taken where the 
prices are practically as low as their 
limit for grades.

In answer to a letter from the sec.- 
treasurer, Mr. Hunt wrote that he 
expected to be in this M.D. shortly, 
so the secretary was instructed to 
write Mr. Hunt inviting him to attend 
the next meeting of the council. 

Councillor McKinnon moved the 
following bills be passed and ordered 
paid: C. M. Borstad, $5.25; H. C. Tit- 
ford, $5.25; Mr. Klaven, $11.55. 

Councillor Sande moved that pay 
sheet 12, Div. 1, $49.00; 13, Div. 1, 
$120.05; 1, Div. 3, $88.00; 3, Div. 4, 
$261.00; be passed and ordered paid. 
Carried. 

Reeve Ellenburgh moved the sec- 
ond reading of by-law re _  Levying 
and collecting of School taxes. 

Councillor Knight moved we ask 
for government assistance in repair- 
ing a™bridge over the Medicine river 
between sections 11 and 12 in 41 and 
4, carried 

Mr. B. Allen, present at the council 
meeting objected to Mrs. Allen’s hos- 
pital bill. Mr. Allen laid the circum- 
stances of the case before the coun- 
cil and they decided that as the mon- 
ey had been paid to the Village of 
R.M.H. by the Municipality, Mr. 
Allan should lay his case before the 
village council asking them for a re- 
fund of the amount to the Municipal- 
ity, in the event of this being done 
the Sec.-Treas. would cancel said 
amount from the assessment roll. 

The council adjourned and at Mr. 
Allen's invitation the councillors were 
taken in his automobile to look over 
the proposed new road into the vil- 
lage from the South. Upon reassem- 
bling the following resolution was 
framed by the Reeve and pnt to the 
meeting. “That, whereas, the con- 
ditions as created by the C.N.R. at 
the Cache crossing (R.M.H.) has 
made that crossing impassable, and 
whereas said crossing hag to carry a 
large amount. of wheel traffic, and is 
the only means of entry to Rocky 
Mountain House from the south be 
it resolved that this council urges the 
Immediate building of another road to 
cross the C.N.R. one half mile east of 
the present crossing, thence running 
north one half mile, then west one 
half mile to connect with the S.E. 
corner of the village of Rocky Moun- 
tain House, and that whereas the 
M.D. council is unable to bear the 
whole cost of building the said road, 
that the C.N.R., the Dept. of Public 
Works, and the village of R.M.H. be 
asked to contribute a portion of the 
cost of building said road, also, that 
this matter be put before the Railway 
Commission of Canada at = once.” 
Carried. Estimated cost of the road 
$1390.00. 

The council] strongly protested the 
change in the mail service between 
Leslieville and outside points and 
urged its immediate restoration to its 
former statys, viz., service every day 
between Leslieville and the A.C.R. at 
Condor. 

Date and place of next meeting was 
set for August 30, at Leslieville.

had free on application to the Publi- 
cation Branch, Ottawa. In preparing 
thig edition all the names of breeders 
of sheep and goats registering their 
animals in the Canadian National 
Live Stock Records were obtained and 
compiled by provinces, in order that 
any intending purchaser may know 
those near his home who are breed- 
ing the class of animal he requires.

FERNIE MINERS 
TURN AGAINST 
ONE BIG UNION 


Fernie, B.C., August 16.—At a mass 
meeting held in the miners’ hall here 
Friday afternoon by David Irvine of 
Seattle, international organizer of 
the United Miners of America, a reso- 
lution was passed by a big majority 
dissolving the One Big Union and 
re-organizing the miners under Dis- 
trict 18, United Mine Workers of 
America. 

This is a serious blow to the dis- 
trict number 10 mining department 
of the One Big Union here and it is 
expected that negotiations will at 
once be opened up with the mine op- 
erators to draw up a new agreement 
and allow the miners here to resume 
work as soon as possible. 

A meeting has been called at 
Michel on Sunday, when it is expect- 
ed the miners in that camp will take 
action on the same lines as the min- 
ers here did. 

Mr. Irvine stated that resolutions 
of a similar nature are coming in 
from all over the district, and it is 
expected that general resumption of 
work in the district may be expected 
in the near future.

WASKASOO PARK. 


The City Commissioners would re- 
mind. the citizens of: Red Deer that 
the above Park is probably the most 
beautiful natural park in Western 
Canada and should bé more used than 
it is. Some citizens have never Leen 
in the Park, many have never been 
on the butte and hogsback ridge, and 
few have been along the Piper creek 
which flows long the west side of the 
butte. 

There are lots ofswings and sand- 
piles for children, some seats and 
tables for luncheons and some beauti- 
ful walks through the park. 

Recently a new road hag been cut 
through the ridge on the road south 
of the park so that autos and rigs 
can now enter the park from _ the 
A.C.R. roadway just south of the 
buttes and drive around and out of 
either of the two old entrances on the 
north. , 

The top of the butte has _ been 
cleared of brush and dead trees, and 
the dangerous west side fenced, but 
it must be pointed out that owing to 
the steep slopes from it in every dir- 
ection, children should not be taken 
up there and permitted to play. 
Later a rustic look-out tower may be 
built on the top. 

Paths very steep it is true, but 
possible for most people, lead up to 
the top, and a path has been brushed 
out along the length of the hogsback 
ridge leading south from the butte. 
People making the climb to the top 
of the butte will be rewarded by 
views of beautiful scenery in all dir- 
ections. It is hoped to further im- 
prove the Park from time to time by 
laying out new walks, and in few 
years have the finest improved park 
in the West.

TWO U.S, AVIATORS 
— FOR HIGH RANSOM 


Marfa, Texas, August 18.—Aviators 
H. G. Peterson and Paul H. Davis, 
held prisoners by Mexican bandits 
near Candelaria, Texas, are expected 
to reach the border tomorrow, it was 
said by army officers tonight. Cour- 
jers sent to the bandit camp last 
night are reported to have reached the 
camp, informing the bandits the 
$15,000 ransom would be paid, 


PROTEST TO MEXICO 


Washington, August 18.—The Unit- 
ed States embassy at Mexico City 
was instructed today by the state de- 
partment to immediately call, upon 
the Mexican government for quick ac- 
tion to effect the release of Lieuts. 
Davis and Harold G. Peterson, Ameri- 
can army aviators, who were captured 
by Mexican bandits near Candelaria, 
Texas, while patrolling the border, 
and who are threatened with death 
unless $15,000 ransom is paid today. 

The state department announce- 
ment said: 

“The instructions pointed out the 
seriousness with which the United 
States government views this _ situ- 
ation and called for immediate ade- 
quate action.” 

The consul at Juarez was instruct- 
ed to take all possible steps with the 
Mexican authorities there to secure 
the release and protection of the offi- 
cers. State officials said the ransom 
demand would be paid as soon as in- 
formation could be had as to where 
and whom the money was to be deliv- 
ered. It has not been decided 
whether the United States would fur- 
nish the sum and charge it against 
the Carranza government or call up- 
on the Mexican government to pay it 
direct.

A people's court is to be established 
at once, and to it any person may 
take his cost of living troubles by 
simple and direct means. 

Word that the new Board of Com- 
merce will act as a court, which will 
be easily accessible to all the people, 
but will consider officially only such 
matters as are properly presented to 
it, was brought back from Ottawa 
today by Judge H. A. Robson, chair- 
man of the board

PRESIDENT IN CONFERENCE 
ON PEACE TREATY 


Washington, August 19.—President 
Wilson told the foreign relations com- 
mittee, at the outset of his conference 
today, that he could see no “reason- 
able objection” to interpretations of 
how the United States accepts the 
league of nations, provided such in- 
terpretations did not form a part of 
the formal ratification itself.. 

If interpretations were part of the 
formal ratification, the president 
contended, long delay would follow, as 
other governments would “have to 
accept in effect the language of the 
senate as the language of the treaty 
before ratification would be  com- 
plete.” Most of the interpretations, 
the president said, seemed to him to 
suggest “the plain meaning of the 
instrument itself.” 

The much discussed article 
the president told the senators, 
not of doubtful interpretation when 
read in connection with the whole 
covenant. The council he said, could 
only “advise,” and as its action must 
be unanimous, the affirmative note of 
the United States would be necessary 
to any question affecting it. 

Article 16, the president said, pro- 
vided that where there is a dispute 
found to be solely within the juris- 
diction of one‘of the parties, under 
international law, the league council 
shall so report and make no recom- 
mendation for its settlement. Immi- 
gration, tariffs and the like, the presi- 
dent said, clearly came under that 
provision. 

The president told the committee 
the league council would have “noth- 
ing whatever” to do with deciding 
whether the United States had ful- 
filled its obligations in case of with- 
drawal from the league.

Ottawa, Aug. 18.—Outside of the 
possible appointment of a successor 
to Hon. Frank B. Carvell as minister 
of public works, it seems certain 
there will be no further cabinet re- 
construction until after the short ses- 
sion of parliament this fall. The 
chief reason ig that election officers 
have come to the definite conclusion 
that no bye-elections can be held in 
time to allow the new ministers to 
take their seats at this year’s ses- 
sion. If several more ministers re- 
tired to be replaced by new material, 
it would mean that the government 
would be without sufficient represen- 
tation in the house to carry on for 
the session. The session over, there 
will be a further shakeup in the cabi- 
net, and the outlook is that Sir George 
Foster, Hon. Martin Burrell and Hon. 
Hon. C. J. Doherty will retire. In 
view of the fact that Sir Henry Dray- 
ton and Dr. Tolmie, as well as Hon. 
MacKenzie King, cannot take their 
seats this session, it is possible that 
the bye-elections will not be called 
until parliament prorogues, when the 
writs will be issued for all the vacant 
seats as well as for any new ministers 
named.

SERVE BRITISH SAFETY 


London, Aug. 13.—In the house of 
commons last night the ministers had 
to listen to a deal of strong criticism 
of the extravagance of the govern- 
ment in the matter of armaments, but 
‘Winston Spencer Churchill, secretary 
of war, in a general defence of the 
government, said he was able to 
promise considerable retrenchment 
in this direction. His speech inti- 
mated that the government was en- 
deavoring, as far as possible, to meet 
the popular demands for greater 
economy. 

AIRPLANES SAVED MILLIONS 

Major General J. E. B. Seeley, 
under-secretary for air, in thé course 
of his speech made the effective 
point that the efficient air force had 
saved the country millions in money 


and thousands in lives this year in| 


connection with the troubles in Af- 
ghanistan and LEgypt, where cam- 
paigns were carried out at slight 
cost as compared to the aforetime 
heavy cost in money and life in sjmi- 
lar campaigns conducted by Lords 
Roberts and Wolseley. 

The Right-Hon. Sir Fred Banbury, 
unionist, argued that the people 
would never economize while seeing 
ministers riding about in expensive 
automobiles at the nation’s expense. 

The Right-Hon. George Lambert, 
Liberal, challenged the government 
to say what it considered the peace 
time strength of the air force likely 
to be, and when the huge expenditure 
on military adventures abroad would 
cease. He declared the government 
had lost the confidence of the country 
by the huge expenditure jin every 
government department. ; 

OCCUPATION ON RHINE 

Mr. Churchill, defending the gov- 
ernment, said that through its policy 
it was beginning to regain control 
over expenditure. The latter, how- 
ever, was still dependent upon mili- 
tary commitments abroad, the minis- 
tey continued, but already it has been 
arranged with France that by the end 
of October the British forces on the 
Rhine may be reduced to a single 
strong brigade, including an air force 
of a single squadron. . 

“The government is making earnest 
inquiries whether it is not possible by 
free employment of armored cars and 
swift tanks. zd a judicious arrange- 
ment of,airplaces and railways to 
greatly reduce our armies in this 
region,” Mr. Churchill declared. Mr. 
Churchill argued, however, against 
abolishing the framework of the anti- 
aireraft organization on the ground 
that no form of attack could more 


easily or secretly be prepared than | 


an air attack. 
LITTLE MISMANAGEMENT 


He contended that instances of 
muddle and mismanagement were re- 
markably few considering the volume 
of business, and said that despite 
mistakes, waste and muddles, the 
government was overcoming troubles 
in a manner to challenge comparison 
with any other belligereat, not ex- 
cluding the United States. Expendi- 
tures on defences was in the hands 
of parliament, which could stipulate 
the amount it desired to spend and 
leave the war Office to do its best 
therewith. 

By next year, the war minister con- 
tinued, there would be only’ two 
great nations in the world free from 
conscription, Great Britain and Ger- 
many, and only one of those volun- 
tarily. Even the United States was 
embarking on a_ policy of conscrip- 
tion. These were some brief facts. 
The British policy, he asserted, was 
to return to the principle of the small 
pre-war ydluntary army, subject only 
to such improvements and modifica- 
tions as the war had taught. The 
present day cost of such an army, 
according to figures submitted to him 
but which he was not prepared to 
accept, Mr. Churchill said, would be 
between sixty-five and seventy-five 
millions yearly. In addition, there 
was the question of garrisoning the 
newly-acquired Mesopotamia and 
Palestine. 

LIMIT HAS BEEN SET 


In regard to the air force, the chan- 
cellor declared he instructed Major 
General Sir Hugi Trenchard, chief of 
the Royal Air Staff, that he must 
provisionally frame his scheme with- 
in the limits of twenty-five millions 
yearly, which was equivalent to about 
twelve millions in pre-war days. 

Mr. Churchill said he held most 
strongly that a resolute and earnest 
effort must be made toward economy, 
even if such economy involved the 
abandonment of the cherished 


schemes. The risks of the financial 
situation were such that risks in 
other directions must be faced. A 
lreduction of expenditures will only 


be obtainable by discharging officers 
and men from the army and air force 
as quickly as the situation allowed. 
‘Every effort would be made to obtain 
decisions of world policy which were 
necessary before the government 
could proceed upon its path. 
SCIENTIFIC) PROGRESS, 

Mr. Churchill said he believed that 
four or five years hence it would be 
found the best course for the armed 
forces of the crown would be to aim at 
scientific progress and quality, rather 
than at mere numbers or instant read- 
iness for action. He fully agreed 
with the house that reduction in the 
cost of armaments Wag the first need 
they had to face, but declared he him- 
self would not become responsible for 
maltreatment of the army during the 
years which followed immediately on 
the war, or for any policy which 
denied the air force a permanent, 
effective and independent state of ex- 
istence.

STRAWBERRY CULTIVATION 


Wild strawberries are found in 
nearly every part of Canada, and 
cultivated varieties may be grown 
successfully in almost every section 
where the wild plants thrive. How- 
ever, cultivated strawberries require 
attention. In the Dominion Experi- 
mental Farms Bulletin No. 92, “The 
Strawberry and its cultivation in Can- 
ada” obtainable from the punleations 
branch of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, Ottawa, complete information is 
given regarding the preparation of 
soils, the plants and their treatment, 
cultivation and irrigation, and many 
other pints useful to the strawberry 
grower.

London, August 13.—Scandinavia 
offers a splendid market for Canadian 
natural and manufactured products | 
This was stated to a contemporary! 
correspondent by Sir George Brown, 
European manager of thé Canadian 
Pacific Railway, who has just return- 
ed from Norway, Sweden and Doen- 
mark. This market was supplied 
previous to the war by Germany, 
Russia and other European countries 
and is now being captured by the 
United States. N 

The average yearly imports’ to 
Norway from 1909 to 1912 in grain, 
wheat, rye and flour was 500,000 tons, 
of which one seventh went from the 
United States and the remainder 
from Russia and Germany. Dried 
fruits averaged 15,000 tons, of which 
one-fifteenth went from the United 
States and the remainder’ from 
Germany, and England. Preserved 
meats and canned goods averaged 
11,000 tons, one-quarter of which 
went from the United States and a 
small portion of Canadian tinned 
salmon. Textile materials averaged 
45,000 tons, one per cent of which 
went from the United States and the 
remainder from Germany, England 
and other European countries. Re- 
fined sugar imports amoynted to 
55,000 tons, all from Germany, Russia 
rand Belgium, and none from the 
United States. 

SUGAR IMPORTS 

In 1916 and 1917, Norway imported 
50,000 tons of sugar, and in 1918 she 
imported 40,000 tons of sugar, all 
from the United States. All articles 
imported increased 20 per cent. since 
1918, while the United States products 
purchased increased generally 75 per 
cent. : 

CANADA'S OPPORTUNITY 

Canada can secure a fair, if not a 
larger share of this trade, in Sir 
George’s opinion. At present there 
are seven shipg that sail weekly be- 
tween Norway and thg United States, 
and a profitable market is obtainable 
by a direct line steamship between 
Scandinavia and Canada, but Scan- 
dinavian traders assured him that 
a good business could be established 
through indirect lines, routed by Can- 
adian sellers on the spot. The maj- 
ority of Scandinavians say they are 
anxioug to do business with Canada 
and favor direct transportation. One 
great advantage, concluded Sir 
George, is a cash market without any 
question of credits.

dustries Congress at the inaugural 
meeting this morning by Lt.-Col. J. 8. 
Gennis, head of the C P.R.’s Depart- 


“ment of Natural Resources, and one 


of the pioneers in irr'gation proijcc 7s 
on the prairies. 

Col, Dennis also stated that the 
~west'’s coal deposits aggregated 1.390- 
900,000 tons, and his other remarks 
threw valuable light on the resources 
of the western provinces. In the 
course of his address, which dealt 
with the resources of the Canadian 
west, he said, in part: 

“In the matter of land available and 
‘suitable. for successful agriculture, 


noted by the above figures, indicates 
that nature has blessed these west- 
ern provinces with one of’ the vast 
coal supplies of the world, and has 
solved the fuel supply, both for do- 
mestic and industrial use, for many 
centuries to come. 

“The coal production in the prov- 
inces-of Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
British Columbia for the year 1917 
was 7,352,945® tons. This production 
will, without doubt, increase rapidly 
with the extension of settlement and 
the introduction of additional indus- 
tries using coal for the generation of 
power, but the facts quoted will be 
sufficient to indicate to you that in 
the matter of coal for fuel this west- 
ern portion of Canada occupies a 
most advantageous positions” 


CAPTAIN R. DOLLAR'S ADDRESS 


Captain Robert Dollar's address 
was given on Thursday morning, and 
;in the course of it, he said that West- 
ern Canada had golden chances for 
trade development across the Pacific, 
and he intimated that never again 
would such opportunities be aftorded. 

“In the early days of this country 
it was hard for us to believe this 
statement now, as in years gone by 
we did not need it. The development 
of this great country took Up all of 
our time and money; our manufac- 
tories were kept busy Producing 
goods for our own needs. At” that 


time we were a world within our- 
selves. Now the conditions are en- 
tirely changed. We are’ Now _ pro- 


ducing more than we can uS8e; there- 
fore, we must either sell the surplus 
in foreign countries, or cUrtail our 
production. The latter none of us 
want to consider. Instead of curtail- 
ing we all look forward to increas- 
ing our production, so thtre is only 
one way out, and that is to increase 
our sales in foreign countries. 

“The war, increased taxes, and the 
results of the war, have intensified 
the situation. The war tax must be 
paid, and how can we pay it? Cer- 
tainly not by us” trading amongst 
ourselves—to use a common expres- 
sion, ‘swapping jack-kuives'—but by 
selling our products to Other coun- 


The Alberta proposition stands in 
that category. To m2 it is stagger- 
ing in its immensity and I am afraid 
I shall have to give myself a tittie 
time to regain my mental equilibriuin 


‘before I set down to tell the story of 


Alberta to my own people, lest they 
suspect that my enthusiasm has 
cased me to trifle with the truth 

“In spite of the financial stress 
which has been mentioned in your 
press in the report of the speecn of 
our own ‘chancellor of the exchaquer; 
in spite of the labor troubles whicn 
Great Britain in common with other 
countries, ig now experiencing, the 
old country will emerge and prove 
itself fine enough to deserve and hold 
the respect of the Empire and of the 
world. 

“The men who comprise what we 
call the English-speaking people are 
possessed of that kind of common- 
sense whichwill always prevent them 
from making absolute idiots of them- 
selves. They may argue among them- 
selves—English-speaking people love 
an argument—but when things begin 
to look black they have a habit of 
pulling all together to set everything

Dr. R. D. McLAURIN’S ADDRESS. 


During the past five years Canada’s 
national debt has rapidly increased, 
until it has reached the sum of 
$1,950,000,000, incurring interest 
chargeg to the amount of $115,000,000. 
Our adverse balance of trade with the 
United States in 1918 amounted to 
$292,000,000 and our exchange rate is 
5 1-8 per cent, said Dr. McLaurin, pro- 
fessor of chemistry, University of 
Saskatchewan. 

The recommendations of the fin- 
ance minister of Canada to meet that 
situation was “increased production 
and thrift.” 

The war made it necessary for 
Canada to mortgage her resources, 
human and material, for the purpose 
of carrying on. The obligations were 
loyally and willingly assumed, but we 
are now confronted With the question 
how is the Hability to be financed? 
‘Will “increased production..and thrift” 
taccomplish this? 

The imperative need in Canada to- 
day is a national economic policy 
‘based on the scientific development 
and utilization of our natural resour- 
ces. An outstanding feature of that 
policy should provide for participa- 
tion by the state in the results of 
that development, small in its initial 
stages, but in an increasing ratio as 
development: and revenue therefrom 
advances. Canadian credit in gener- 
al would benefit from such a_pro- 
vision for participation, and, should 
the proceeds remain the property of 
the dominion, a sinking fund for the 
discharge of federal indebtedness 
would be created. 

Alberta coal has not received its 
due recognition, its capability, for in- 
stance, to successfully compete with 
Pennsylvania anthracite for the Man- 
itoba market owing to, firstly, the 
high cost of production due to avoid- 
able overhead charges; secondly, ex- 
isting belief that Alberta coal is un- 
suitable as a domestic fuel ‘(with 
consequent large imports: of Pennsyl- 
vania anthracite); thirdly, present in- 
efficient methods of combustion due 
to furnaces now in use being design- 
ed for athracite coal. 

Approaching the problem from the| 
standpoint of the domestic user in 
western Canada one of the problems 
of chief concern is the more efficient 
combustion of Alberta coal. At the 
present moment its high qualities do 
not receive full justice as a domestic 
coal from the furnaces in use, due to 
certain defects in their construction. 
This is being remedied. 

Some years ago Mr. George Har- 
rison, of Moose Jaw, conceived the 
idea, of utilizing straw to provide the 
farmer with gas for lighting, cooking 
and power purposes. The necessary 
equipment consists of a retort, gas 
scribber and gusometer, when the 
straw is heated in a retort, gas, tar 
and ammonia are given off, and a 
valuable carbon residue remains. 
From a ton of straw there is obtain- 
ed Letween 115900 and 12,000 cubic 
feet of gas. Straw and gas may be 
used for heating the retort in which 
the straw is carbonized and_ from 
each ton of straw there is a surplus 
of about 7,000 cubic feet of gas. 

The quantity of straw non-utilized 
in western Canada is approximately 
20,000,000 tons.

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In this week's issue we publish a 
condensed report of the speeches de- 
livered to the industrial Congress 
held in Calgary and Edmonton last 
week. That such a congress has een 
held in our province cannot biti heve 
enlightened many people to the po- 
tentialities which lie to our hand to 
make the future of Alberta brighter. 
The resources of the province wre 
brought out in their entirety, both 
agricultural and mineral, and indus- 
trial, and the opinions of men who 
know these things and are willing to 
lend their aid to further them, are of 
inestimable value to the people of 
the province. As the chairman said 
in his closing address, he felt certain 
the work so successfully launched 
would not be allowed to lapse at this 
stage of its proceedings, and that the 
efforts of the industrial men of Al- 
berta would be stimulated by the ses- 
sions as a result of intermingling 
with the captains of industry from 
outer provincial points.

FORTUNES OF WAR. 


The following illuminating article 
appeared in the Saturday Evening 
Post of August 16th, and will bear 
close scrutiny. If true, it will have a 
tendency to cause English free trad- 
ers to wonder if the time is at hand 
when they will have to protect their 
great industries against the inroads 
of American steel and iron by a pro- 
tective wall: 

“In 1913 the United States produc- 
ed a little more iron and steel than 
Great Britain and Germany combined. 
In 1918 it produced almost twice as 
much as both of them combined. In 
those five years onr production rose 
nearly thirty per cent, Great Britain’s 
declined about ten per cent, Ger- 
many’s forty per cent, and France's 
seventy-five per cent. 

Moreover, there has been such a 
great shift in comparative costs of 
production that according to the cal- 
culation of experts American steel 
could almost—if not quite—be sold in 
Tngland in competition with the Eng- 
lish article, after paying the present 
high ocean freight. Recently a well- 
known English shipbuilder returning 
to that country after a visit to the 
United States, was asked if he 
brought back any orders for ships. He 
replied: “No, and we shall be lucky 
if the orders don’t go the other 
way.” But in 1913 England could 
build ships; decidedly cheaper than 
we could. 

That indicates what has hapnened 
as to the relative industrial positions 
of the United States and Furope— 
England's position, of course. being 
much better than the Continental -pos- 
ition: So far as Europe goes. the 
socialistic way our industrial advan-

DRUMHELLER CITIZENS 
HOSTILE TO ANYTHING 
OF 0.8,U, NATURE 


MINERS UNMOLESTED WHEN 
THEY RETURN TO WORK UNDER 
UNITED MINE WORKERS!’ ASSN. 


Drumheller, Aug. 13.—Irritating ru- 
mors as to certain threatening actions 
of the alien element amongst Drum- 
heller miners were the disturbing 
features Tuesday evening. One of 
these was that all mines would be 
picketed Wednesday morning by the 
One Big Union men, and as they are 
in the majority, it was predicted that 
they would effectively prevent any 
miners from going to work. Early 
Wednesday morning a number of the 
Citizens’ Committee and returned 
veterans were posted at the various 
mines, but there were no pickets in 
evidence. 

Some persons, evidently allens, 
were discovered away up the hills, 
but they were left unmolested. If 
the truth be really known, the aliens 
have taken to the hills as a measure 
of personal safety in face of the 
hostile spirit of the citizens to any 
thing of an O.B.U. nature. They will 
not, however, be interfered with so 
long as they indicate that they are 
now ready to go to work and sign up 
under the U.M.W.A. The probability 
is that they will soon become tired 
of dodging about the hills, and will 
fall in with the workers. 

The only alternative as viewed by 
the Citizens’ Committee, {s to drive 
them out of the district, and thig will 
most certainly be done at an early 
date if they still persist in remaining 
idle. Citizens are really specially de- 
sirous of securing more returned vet- 
erans for the mines, for H. L. Alling- 
ham and W. W. Maddison have gone 
to Calgary with this object. 

“What we want,” said a prominent 
member of the Citizens’ Committee, 
‘is to rid the valley once and for all 
of Bolshevik and O.B.U. oppression.” 

It was repeatedly stated, Tuesday, 
that John L. Sullivan, said to be one 
of the most dangerous agitators, was 
in hiding somewhere in the adjacent 
hills, and was in close touch with the 
0.B.U. faction. 

Efforts have been made to secure 
him, but he is as elusive as a will o’ 
the wisp. 

STORY IS DENIED 

Word was brought into the town 
that he had been seen _ purchasing 
cigarettes at a store at one of the 
mining camps, but this the storekeep- 
er denied. Several were _ positive, 
however, that they had seen him in 
the locality. Information was also 
received by the citizens’ committee 
Tuesday evening that another meet- 
ing of the O.B.U. adherents was _ be- 
ing held in the Scranton mine dis- 
trict, but a search party could not 
locate any such gathering. 

Every effort was concentrated upon 
finding Sullivan, and in the small 
hours of Wednesday morning a party 
of determined citizens and returned 
veterans stole quietly away in autos 
to a shack some distance in the coun- 
try, where it was thought by some he 
might be found. The early morning 
jaunt, however, proved fruitless. 


DANGEROUS JOURNEY 


It was a somewhat hazardous jour- 
ney for a mere handful of men to 
make, as at every step after the cars 
had been parked at a convenient spot, 
there was a possibility of running into 
a big aggregation of the alien ele- 
ment.

Such, without doubt, is the charac- 
ter of an attack made upon Tanlac at 
the recent meeting of the National 
Council of Women in Regina.

And whatsoever ye do, In word or 

deed, do all in the name of the Lord 

Jesus.—Colossians iii, v. 17. 

This epistle was written to  Chris- 
tians. A Christian likes to know what 
is expected of him; he likes to have 
an idea of what he is supposed to do. 
This is a short rule of life: He is to 
represent his Master. 

The general feeling is an unwilling- 
ness to make profession, a desire to 
avoid responsibility; and sometimes 
this arises from a sense of human 
frailty, from a very proper humility. 
It is a great responsibility to repre- 
sent a King; but the Christian re- 
presents the King of Kings. No won- 
der men shrink from such an obliga- 
tion. 

But it is inevitable, and it is una- 
voidable. The manners of the _par- 
ents are judged by the manners of 
their children; the ability of the 
teacher is judged by the brilliancy of 
his pupils; any great leader is judged 
by his disciples. And so it follows 
also that in the world the Lord Jesus 
Christ is judged by those who profess 
to follow Him. In spite of them- 
selves, they are held to represent 
Him. 

Now first, this should make Chris- 
tians very gentle with others. It is 
perhaps a common thing for people 
to fancy that, just in proportion as 
they are themselves holy and saint- 
like, they will be severe with others. 
But this is quite the reverse of the 
fact. The saint never thinks  him- 
self a saint; like the apostle St. Paul, 
he may call himself the chief cf sin- 
ners. He reaches forth after a divine 
ideal, and as he is conscious of fail- 
ure, he is humbled. 

The trials and temptations and con- 
stant difficulties of him who is try- 
ing to follow Christ, these are very 
plain and real to the saint, he knows 
them inehis-own-experiencey,..And ag

So, 
the Christian is humble, and he will 
be very gentle and patient with 
“Others. 

Next, the fact that the Christian re- 
presents Christ should make him 
severe with — himself. Everyone 
knows his own faults, if he will be 
honest with himself, better than any- 
Often it is 
with a feeling of shame that he real- 
izes his unworthiness of the praise 
he receives from some who do not 
perfectly know him. So if he is to 
make progress at all he is to be sev- 
ere with himself. ~ 

He may often feel that it is useless 

and not worth while to try, for fail- 
ures are many. But there is a con- 
sideration which every man _ must 
take into account, and that is that 
somebody believes in himand depends 
upon him. If a man refuses to per- 
severe in his effort, if he gives up the 
struggle and falls, he drags down! 
somebody else with. him. The very 
least of us has his influence and his 
power, and someone else depends 
upon *im. 
. So, it follows that, if a man will 
not continue to strive after better 
things if he will not continue to be 
severe with himself for-his own sake, 
yet he should keep on and strive, and 
persevere, while life lasts, for the 
sake of those who believe in him, and 
who look to him for a pattern, and 
who will be injured if he fail. The 
Christian will be severe with him- 
self. 

Finally, the considertion that they 
represent their Master should make 
the Christians very brave. An am- 
bassador’ is sometimes a very insigni- 
ficant looking man, and perhaps a 
man of no great personal power but 
he is always received with’the great- 
est consideration and no honor is too 
great to bestow upon him. But he 
himself would be the first to deny 
any personal claim to those honors; 
they are offered him because he re- 
presents his King. : 

And the ambassador will demand 
and require that his King be honored 
suitably. He feels that he has no 
right to be satisfied with anything 
less than his master’s honor should 
require and he thinks not of himself 
at all. 

It is told of Gen. Gordon that once, 
when representing Queen Victoria at 
the court of the King of Abyssinia, 
the King placed the General's chair 
on a lower and less honorable levei 
than his own, but Gen. Gordon quiet- 
ly picked it up and put it on the same 
level as the King’s. The latter was 
furious and threatened to kill him; 
but Gen. Gordon quietly explained 
that he did not think of himself at 
all, but he represented a greater and 
more powerful sovereign than the 
king and that any dishonor put upon 
the Queen of England through indig- 
nity to her ambassador would result 
in the sure destruction of the King 
of Abyssinia and his country. And 
the King had wisdom to see the truth 
of it. 

So, Christians ought to be always 
very brave, and confident and serene, 
in the face of any enemy that can 
come against them. Their master 
is stronger than any foe, nothing can 
hurt them, not even death, and thev 
need not be afraid. Their Master 
never allows them to struggle alone, 
and with Him they can overcome | 
every enemy. And after all, how: 
short the conflict is, and the time of 
trial. And at the end, there will be 
the surprise of the faithful servant, 
who is rewarded far beyond what he 
can ask or think, and there is peace 
and eternal joy in the Kingdom of the 
Great King.

BIG STRIKE OF SILVER ORE

Very Valuable Discovery Made in The 
McAllister Mine on Carpenter 
Creek

Nelson, B. C., Aug. 8—A few days 
after resuming operations, the McAl- 
lister mine, on the north fork of Car- 
penter Creek, reports opening up a 
shoot of clean silver sulphide ore on 
the third level, which an assay shows 
to run 5,379.1 ounces in silver to the 
ton. The shoot is over 12 inches wide 
at the floor, and opens fanwise as it 
rises, an assay from ore averaged from 
a width of 5 feet 8 inches, running 
173.6 ounces of silver. Details of the 
strike were given out last night by R. 
W. Grimes, president and manager of 
the Slocan Silver Mines, Ltd., who ar- 
rived yesterday from Sundon. 

It is thought that this ore shoot is 
a continuation of the one on No.2 level, 
at depth, rather than a distinct one, 
the indications pointing to continuity. 
A 20-ton shipment from the upper 
working gave smelter returns that at 
the time were considered remarkable. 
The new showing of ore was found in 
the north drift of No. 3 tunnel, and the 
ore was reached in just four feet of 
driving.

DEPARTMENT OF AGRI 
CULTURE SUPPLYING 
RYE SEED 


The farmers of Southern Alberta 
whose crops hav2 been rediced by 
drought will be glad to know that the 
Department of Agriculture is making 
provision ‘for Fall Rye Seed in the 
same way as advances of seed grain 
were made last spring. , The depart- 
ment is looking after the unorganized 


areas while the Municipal Depart- 
ment is authorizing action on the 
part of municipalities in the same 
way as was done last spring. A 
maximum of twenty-five bushels of 
seed can be secured. Those who can 
afford to purchase this seed can do 
business directly with the Dominion 
Seed Branch at Calgary without the 
assistance of ihe Department of Agri- 
culture or municipalities. Others 
who require credit can secure their 
seed through the Seed Branch at Ed- 
monton. The Department of Agri- 
culture takes a note which runs uptil 
November 1st, 1920. The note is pro- 
tected by a lien on the land. The 
price of the seed is $2.20 per bushel. 
The furnishing of this seed is subject 
to the holding out of the supply at 
the Dominion Seed Branch at Cal- 
gary. 

The Minister of Agriculture has 
been urging the sowing of Fall Rye 
especially in a dry season. The sup- 


ply of both native grasses and rough- 
age from grain crops is reduced in 
dry seasons, and quick crops are 
needed for both hay and pasture. If 
rye is sown in July or August it fur- 
nishes feed during the autumn and is 
a crop that is ready for grazing again 
early in the spring, as soon as the 
snow goes away. It can be grazed 
up until nearly the middle of June if 
the season is not too dry, and can 
then be left to ripen for grain or can 
be immediately cut for hay. The 
crop is a highly beneficial and _ profit- 
able crop in any kind of season, and 
throughout the province. Besides its 
value for forage, it is useful as a 
green crop to plow down and is also 
useful to hold the land against blows 
ing. Much of the land in Southern 
Alberta has been subject to frequent 
cultivation and is now so fine that 
when it becomes dry it blows badly, 
The rye prevents this in both the falt 
and spring. Its being established at 
the opening of spring also saves it 
from being affected by drought in 
July to the same extent as spring 
crops are. It is one of the best and 
most profitable crops that can be 
grown, and farmers should take ad- 
vantage of this crop especially on 
areas or in seasons of light precipi- 
tation. The recent general rains 
have made conditions good for quick 
germination ‘of this crop. It can be 
planted well into September, but is 
better in by the middle of Juiy for fall 
pasture.

On July. 1st the reciprocal arrange- 
ment between the four western prov- 
inces for the recognition of teachers’ 
certificates came into effect.

getting together of those responsible 
for the teacher-training policies of 
the various provinces. In a general 
way, standardization has taken place 
in the length of the training required 
for the various certificates, the con- 


tent of the courses and the basis of |@ 
admission. : 


Hereafter, in all the 
brovinces, the period of training will 
be eight months. 

For a long time it has been recog- 
nized that the four months training 
was entirely inadequate. The course 
was crowded and hurried and it was 
possible for very immature young 
people to get the certificate to teach 


and still be very indifferently equip- : 


ped. The lengthened course will 
mean @& more complete equipment. 
In addition to more detailed courses 
in the various subjects to be taught, 
there will be greater opportunity for 
the Normal and 
Practice Staffs, as well as for more 
practice teaching on the part of the 
teachers in training. The longer 
course will cost more money. This 


will mean that young men and women 


will go into the work of teaching 


seriously, and with the idea of devot- 


ing several years to this type of ser- 
vice. The larger period of training 


cannot but result in better teachers 
and a more stable profession.
